for gratification. Far from it, indeed, 
but it is pleasant to know that a man 
occupies the presidential chair who 
is not afraid to affront the great com- 
mercial interests. When publicity is 
demanded, he does not hide behind 
the alleged necessity lor 
secrecy,

excuse for keeping the people in ig- 
norance of 'what they ought to know.

should be informed of condtions in 
Packingtown. The people who eat 


:ithe meat which comes from Chicago 
certainly have the right to know how 
It is prepared for the market. If un- 
sanitary conditions prevail 
in 
the 


packing houses, people generally will 
not care to have the meat served on 
IJieir tables. 


There are hints in the report made 


public this week of even worse things 
than those to which direct testimony 
is given. Affidavits -w-ere refused con 
sideratkra, the investigators 
report- 


ing only what they actually saw. Un- 
questionably, Mr. Roosevelt's strong 
message accompanying 
the 
report 


was justified. 


Some papers fear that the publicity 


will result in great injury to our for- 
eign meat trade. Very likely it will, 
but this cannot be helped. Conditions 
being what they are, 
neither Mr. 


Roosevelt nor the people can stop to 
consider that phase of the case. It is 
unfortunate 
that innocent packers 


may have to suffer •with the 
guilty 


and that other cities will be injured 
as -well as Chicago, but there is no 
•way to prevent these things. All that 
can be done is insist upon an immed- 
iate and

methods.

them.

cally denied r.otMns. Their reply was, 
in a sense, clever, but woefully weak.

ing to do except face the situation 
and do all that iwe can to bring about 
reforms.

For instance, a load 
of 10,245 tons of ore was placed on 
board her in 90 minutes, and unloaded 
to the last pound in four and a half 
hours. Forty jears ago a load of 500" 
tons was put aboard by a crowd of men 
with shovels and wheelbarrows in not 
less than three days. To-day ther Wolv- 
in takes on 500 tons in five minutes 
and unloads it in 15. 


The Wolvin has set a new standard 


for ore ships to which the United 
States Steel corporation has ,been 
obliged to conform. Last year, feel- 
ing that its ore fleet was dwarftefl by 
this great 
independent vessel, 
the 


steel trust launched four new beats, 
each nine feet longer than the Wolvin, 
and built on similar lines. These gi- 
gantic boats represent an outlay of 
$1,700,000 apiece, and will carry 800,- 
000 tons of ore down the lakes In a 
single season—enough to keep an1 old- 
time furnace busy for 400 years.

Laconia, June 7. — Despondent over 


business troubles, William A. Hutch- 
iuson, forty-two years of age, em- 
ployed as a salesman in the cloak de- 
partment of Lougee, Dinsmore anfl 
Parent's store, committed suicide on 
Wednesday in his room in the Mount 
Belknap Hotel at the .Lakei>ort end 
of this city. 


The man was found 
about 
two 


o'clock by the hotel clerk. William 
Nichols, who had been notified by a 
chambermaid thai she was uliable to 
gel into the room. 


Mr. Nichols ihen forced the door 


open and Hutchinscn was found ly- 
ing upou the bed face downward with 
a bullet hole through his head. The 
bullet had entered a little to the rigM 
of the center just under the chin and 
passed up ihe right side to the brain. 
On a table near the bed was an 
empty bottle, which had contained a 
weak solution of carbolic acid, which 
he had drank. 
A. L. 
Twigg. the 


proprietor of the hotel, immediately 
notified Medical Referee Baekford of 
Belmont. who examined the body and 
found that death had been caused by 
a bullet from a thirty-two caliber re- 
volver. 
The physician, stated that 


the man bad been dead about twelve 
hours. 


It is understood that Hutchlnson 


had got into financial dlflicuiLies with 
the firm by which he was employed 
and that the matter had come to a 
head .Tuesday morning. 
A warrant 


for his arrest had been issued and 
was in the hands of £he police, who 
were watching him and would have 
placed him under arrest in case he 
attempted to leave the town. 
Tues- 


day morning, however, it is alleged, 
Hutchinson had a consultation with 
some members of the firm1 and the 
matter was partially adjusted.

up. Hutchinson left the Store short- 
ly after noon and went to l.akeport. 


lie is survived by a widow, who i.s 


prostrated by the shock of his

Mr. and Mrs. Hutchinson came to 


the city about four years ago from 
Waterville. Me., and at once entered 
the employ of the Lougee firm. They 
have made many friends in Laconia. 
who are greatly shocked at the news 
of his suicide.

to follow during a fog. Fogmen ara 
divided into three 
classes—callmen, 


'og-slgnalmea 
and 
reliefmen—and, 


'or the purpose of signaling, the line 
Is divided up into sections, the en- 
trance of each section being guarded 
by a "distant" or "ffSh-tail" 
signal. 


This signal indicates the state of the 
section ahead, and if at danger the 
driver knows that he must 
reduce 


speed, and be prepared to stop dead 
at the next, or home, signal, until the 
section is clear. 


Each fogmau has a definite post al- 


lotted to him, to which he repairs 
when a fog comes on. On his way to 
the signal which he is "Agging" he 
reports to the signalman at the near- 
est cabin, obtains a supply of deto- 
nators, flags, and a hand-lamp. Ar- 
rived at bis post, he fixes on the rail 
two detonators, ten yards apart So 
long as the signal remains at "dan- 
ger" the two detonators are kept on 
the rail, and are exploded by passing 
trains, tbe fogman showing the driver 
and guard a red danger signal with 
his hand-lamp. In railway 
phrase- 


ology this id known as "shooting the 
driver," and has the effect of pulling! 
up tho train pretty sharply. One of 
two explosions has the same signifi- 
cance, two detonators being put down,' 
as a precautionary measure against 
the event of one being defective and 
falling to explode. 
; 


As an additional precaution, a plate* 


layer is employed at the 
principal 


signal-boxes to act 
as 
grpundman. 


His duties are to watch the trains, 
as they pass, and report to the signal- 
man In bis • cabin above any unusual' 
occurrence. 


Fogmen work 12 hours at a stretch. 


If called out after an ordinary day's 
work, the hours of "fogging duty" are 
limited to six, and the reltefmen take 
their places. 
Like soldiers on. sentry 


duty, they are periodically visited- by 
rfrponsible officials, to insure that 
their duties are being performed ef- 
ficiently. 
They are supplied with re- 


freshments at intervals, and each man, 
is supplied with a hut and "fire-devil." 


Enormous quantities of detonators 


are used annually, and as they cost 
two cents each, this Item, added to the-- 
wages bill of the fogmen, Is a large 
financial burden on railway companies. 
To avoid the waste 
of using two 


detonators where one would answer 
the purpose, railway companies htiye 
now extensively adopted an Ingenious 
appliance known as a detonator econo- 
miser. The feature of this machine Is 
that the explosive force of the 
first 


detonator Is used to deflect a plate, 
which revolves a crank, and takes the 
second detonator off the rail. If the 
first detonator falls to explode, the 
second remains on the rail. 


At numerous places where fog-sig- 


nalmen attend to two signals 
de- 


tonator-laying machines are in 
use, 


to minimize the number of accidents 
that have occurred to men crossing 
the Hiies.
